Tur firſt year of the PRILANTHRO IS SocttTY has now paſſed ; and during that 
interval the circumſtances and proſpetts of this infant efavlitmment have undergone 
a very material NN | 


The Plan for Prevention of Crimes, on it's firſt publication, was univerſally approv- 
ed; but doubts of it's being reducible to practice were ſuggeſted from every quarter, 
and greatly impeded it's advancement. Experience has now removed every ground of 
thoſe apprehenſions, and proved, that, great as are the objects of the plan, their at 
tainment is eaſy and certain; that the worſt among the poor may be converted to the 
beſt; indolence be changed for induſtry; and crimes give place to domeſtic virtue and 
public good. Frequent accounts were publiſhed of the advances in the execution of 
the deſign; and theſe ſerved, by degrees, to gain over the doubtful, and eſtabliſh a 
growing confidence in the Public at large. A rapid increaſe of ſubſcriptions, joined 
to the general applauſe, gave teſtimony that every order of citizens were warmly 
intereſted 1 in the event of the undertaking. 


Within the 1 the funds, with the aid of two liberal donations of 100 
guineas from the Preſident, and 100 pounds from the Earl of Egremont, ſerved only 
for the admiſſion of nine wards. In the laſt half year, thirty-ſix were added, being four® 
times the increaſe, in an equal ſpace of time: the whole number is forty-five wards 
at che expiration of the firſt year.

As the plan of the inſtitution bas no parallel, ſo ſuch a growth, in extent and in 
public eſteem, is without example. 
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In the Firſt Report, publiſhed in May laſt, an account was given of the continued 
- acceſſion of ſtrength to that period; and it was added, that the ſame rapid progreſs 

was then going on. The intermediate time till the preſent has juſtified the expectations 
there held out, and ſimilar ones may now be repeated with increaſed confidence. 


If to eſtabliſh a New Charity, in addition to the preſent numerous catalogue, were the 
; purpoſe of this attempt, the objet is now accompliſhed, and the inſtitution might be 

left to the ordinary methods of direction and ſupport : but as an efficient inſtrument of 
policy in remedying a national evil, it's preſent period is to be conſidered, of con- 
ſequence, only as it is a prelude and an earneſt of greater things; and the efforts which 


have been employed to carry it on thus far, ſhould be redoubled to draw a public good 
| from the EAPETIENOS 10 happily gained. 


Thoſe forty-five children who are now in this inſtitution would, almoſt to a moral cer- 
tainty, have been numbered among the peſts and annoyers of ſociety, among the heirs to 
miſery, or victims to the law. On the contrary, they have already entered upon the path 
of virtue, and are taſting the comforts of that induſtry by which they vill ſoon become 
uſeful to the ſtate. Theſe owe their preſervation from ruin, temporal, and perhaps eter- 
nal, mediately, to the bounty of the preſent Liſt of Subſcribers. The work NATION is 


indebted to the ſame bounty for ſuch an addition o the general ſtock of virtue and 
Wealth. 


The inſtitution ſupported by this ſociety is named Tux REFORM. In this ſe- 
minary are, or are intended to be taught, all the moſt ſimple and uſeful arts of life. 

In particular, the moral and ſocial virtues are cultivated by a regular ſyſtem of exer- 
ciſes and encouragements. To give time for this plan to produce a laſting effe&, the 
wards are apprenticed to the Society: they will, thus, continue under it's care till the 


age of e at which period it may be hoped that good habits will be con- 
firmed,

As a CHARITY, it reaches to the loweſt depths of miſery, to a claſs of people 
"which appeared irrecoverably ſunken and loſt ; and ſince the value of charity is pro- 


portional to the greatneſs of the miſery it relieves, conſequently this muſt ſtand in an 


eſtimation Pore to all others, 


As an INSTRUMENT OF POLICE, co-operating with the Law, it ſtrikes an un- 


erring and effectual blow at the root of vice; it cuts off the ſucceſſion of evil from the 
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old to the young, and deſtroys it's exiſtence by leaving it no inheritors. It is therefore 
to be preferred before an increaſe of judicial penalties, not only inafmuch as prevention 
is eaſier than remedy, but becauſe puniſhments have proved ineffettual, while the ſalu- 
| tary ee of theſe means is indubitable and certain. 
As it promotes the inceveſls of RELIGION, it 1 os on a e with; het reſpeft= 
able and well-governed inſtitutions; this department will be the province of the Clergy, 
to whoſe peculiar care it belongs. i

Theſe defirable * accompliſhes by the moſt ſimple means; by education, and 
training of youth; by preventing vicious habits, which when they are formed cannot be 
ſupreſſed; and by diretting to good Purpoſes che current of ee e eee, it 

| would be 1 in vain to oppoie. 


In a collective view, the amount of public goed, and the increaſe of the general ſum. 
of happineſs which this inſtitution. is formed to produce, render it's proſperity an Ir 
of the firſt Concern to every individual, both as a citizen and as a man. 


As ie is therefore, demonſtrably, and in ſo bj 5 a degree, the inte rel of the Public that 
"thin plan ſhould be fully carried into effect; it becomes not only allowable, but even; Aa 
duty incumbent on it's friends to endeavour to remove whatever obſtacles may tend to 
obſtru the neceſſary ſupplies for its ſupport ; and they may with confidence urge each 
individual to a meaſure by which each and every one cannot fail to profit. 5 88

The number and extent of charities are the criterion of the degree of poverty and 
miſery. It 1s certain that the wealthy and the induſtrious may carry too far their 
bounty to the poor and the indolent; and every one may in his own caſe apply this 


objection unanſwerably to his . more of his property than he already does, 
to the 12 of idleneſs. 


But when each is aſked to contribute towards a fund for the purpoſe of forming an 
eſtabliſhment for induſtry, and for annihilating that very poverty which now coſts him 
ſo dear, the objection is to the laſt degree miſapplied. For the queſtion becomes, Will 
not you, who think too much 1s given for maintaining the poor in indolence, give a 
little to put them in a way of maintaining themſelves by their induſtry | ? Will you not, 
by employing a ſmall ſum in a new and rational channel, create a ſaving to a conſider- 


able amount in choſe other demands os you the uk, at of W you do not ap- 
prove? eee 


Let it be aſked, at whoſe coſt are now maintained thoſe poor who are ſubfiſted with 
out labour ?—Surely at the public expence ; and beſides the eſtabliſhed hoſpitals and 


work-houſes, every beggar is a wandering example of charity, and Ly thief an addi- 
tion to the public burthen. 


Let it 1 aſked, if the whole race of beggars and thieves might not be maintained by 
the Public, who now maintain them at, nearly as ſmall an expence in regular well-con- 
ducted aſylums, without labour, as they now coſt in their vagrant ſtate? 


If therefore in ſuch aſylums they are trained to labour while young, and afterwards 


become induſtrious people, will not nearly the whole value of that labour be clear | 
gain to the community. 


If the community be a gainer, muſt not each individual have his ſhare of the profit? 
To bring the reaſoning finally home—muſt not each individual ſave and gain in the 
diminution of poor-rates, and the various other claims of charity, and in the increaſed 


general produce of labour, and circulation of riches, more than his en, of con- 
tribution towards effecting theſe objetts?

It may be aſked, therefore, if the number of charities and of poor, who ſubſiſt in 
indolence, can afford an objeQion to a plan formed expreſsly to leffen the number of

So many important conſiderations combined, warrant the moſt ſolemn appeal to every 
good citizen and every good man ;---an appeal to the judgment, to the feelings, to the 
conſcience, whether each, for the attainment of ſo much good, will not afford, at leaſt, 
a {mall proportion of his individual aſſiſtance.
